thousands of boys now attending schoo 
in cities and villages canuot all find em 
ployment as clerks, salesmen, merchant 
lawyers and physicians. 


Every young matt, regardless of th 


pecuniary circumstances of his parents 
should be trained to some useful occupa 
tion — should he qualified to earn a livin 
with his hands if necessary. The public 
however, cannot make provision for giv 
ing instruction in manuel labor— in th 
mechanic arts, or in agriculture. Tha 
U something that the parent! or, the boy 
themselves must look after; and ever 
School boy who tries can readily find a: 
instructor in some branch of handiwork 


Boys from fourteen to twenty who at- 


tend school should spend from four to 
six months in learning a trade, or in 
work on a farm. They should not ex 
pect to be paid for their work, at leas 
taring the first and second yean. Cit 
parents who can afford to, should sen! 
their sons to the country during vaca 
lions, both winter and summer, wher 
they will be instructed in handling 
horses, feeding stock, and in the cultiva 
tion of the earth; and, above all, when 
they will be afforded opportunities tc 
think— opportunities which boys raarei 
exclusively in cities seldom enjoy.
